ANT-EATING BEAR. 

Tuts curious acquisition of the Zoologieal Society of 
London, purchased of Mr. E. L. Blake, for £150, is a 
native of the Cape Colony. It is а nocturnal animal, 
and therefore the only ce one can get of seeiug 
it by day is at feeding-time, In default of ants, its 
natural sustenance, it is nourished with meat minced 
fine, to which food it seems to take very kindly.) It 
is a powerfully-made beast, with а conformation well 
adapted to its peculiar habits. It is between 4 ft. 
and 5 ft. long, is covered with short, bushy hair, has a 
well-developed chest, and has its fore legs furnished 
with strong, hoof-like claws, which it uses with great 
rapidity in diggin out and destroying the nests of 
the ants, and burrowing its own habitation. 

As the first of the species that has ever been brought 
to this country alive, the ant-eating-bear has a 
peculiar interest for the students of natural history.
